First Veterinary School. 


The flrst school of veterinary medi 


cine and surgery was established In 
France by Claude Bourgelet, "the fath 
er of veterinary science," who was bora 
In Lyons 202 years age- Bourgelet de- 
voted a large part of his life to the 
study of the diseases that afflict the 
lower animals, especially horses, anil 
he raised 
the treatment 
of afflicted 


brutes to the dignity of a science. He 
died near Paris In 1779. His school 
was very successful, and similar Insti- 
tutions v.ere soon established in other 
countries. The 
London 
Veterinary 


College, the flrst In England, was foun- 
ded at Oamden-town in 179L Although 
Bourgelet's school was the flrst scien- 
tific Institution of Its kind In the world, 
tlie practice of veterinary medicine be- 
gan in the earliest times. In ancient 
times the study of disease in domestic 
animals was applied, on comparative 
principles, to the treatment of disease 
ID the human subject, on the principle 
that "what is good for a horse is good 
tor a man."
